Madison, Wis.—In one of the most 


drastic decisio'ns handed 
down 
in 


ye<»rs, the Railroad Commission today 
rrdered 
the Seymour-Shiocton Tele- 


phone company, operating 
in Outa- 


gamie county, to make certain exten- 
sions and improvements in the service 
within a limited time or stand prose- 
cution at the hands of the Attorney 
General under the penalty clause. 


The decision was the result of com- 


plaints filed with the Commission by 
forty six applicants for telephone ser- 
vice and by forty-five patrons com- 
plaining of the service rendered. A 
hearing was held in Appleton Sept 23 
when C. J. Jackson for the company, 
agreed to immediately undertake to 
Burnish service, but failed to do so 
and the company is scored for its in- 
action in no unmistakable terms. 


After citing- the fact that Charles 


Baker and 45 others had declared in 
a petition that a large number of ap- 
plicants had been denied service for 
n considerable period and that William 
Tliese and 44 others had petitioned the 
Commission to investigate 
the rea- 


sonableness and adequacy of the ser- 
vice lurmshcd, 
the decision tolls of 


the hearing hemp held in Appleton 
•wlien the petitioners appeared m their 
own behalf and C. J. Jackson appeared 
for the company. 


"It developed at the hearing," savs 


the decision, "tint

tions were discussed at the hearing, 
ami indicated that, with the co-opera 
lion of the farmers with rcsnpct to 
labor, this work would bo completed 
by about the middle of November. Tt 
was .agreed at the hcannar that the 
extension along what is known as the 
"flowape road" near Black Creek 
should be undertaken 
first and th" 


others as soon as that was completed 
The farmers present expressed their 
willingness to co-nperate in the man 
ner suggested by the company. 


No Work is Done 


"A member of the commission's ser- 


vice inspection department 
visited 


this locality after the time set by the 
company for completing the 
work 


nnd his inspection shows that prac- 
tically nothing has been done along 
the lines indicated at the hearing and 
that moreover the manager of the 
company was reported to be on a 
hunting trip. 


"Inasmuch as the representative of 


the company made specific promises 
at the time of the hearing, the Com- 
mission accepted such promises in 
good faith and 
no order 
was im- 


mediately entered. The Company has 
apparently seen fit to disregard its 
statement to the Commission and to 
TUlfully neglect to perform its public 
fluty. This being the case, the Com- 
mission feels that the work should be 
(lone even under the unfavorable and 
more expensive conditions of the win- 
ter season. An order will be accord- 
ingly entered requiring the extension 
of telephone service to the parties in 
qustion and fixing specific times for 
the completion of the same. Under 
the circumstances in this case, unless 
some unusual or

tingency should arise, no extensions 
of time for compliance will be granted 
and the failure of the company to

Labor's Aim Is Better 


Relation With Employer 


Woll Tells Big Audience 


Socialism and Bolshevism Re- 


pudiated by Organized Labor 
in Its Effort to Bring About 
New Order of Democracy in 
Industrial World, Noted Labor 
Leader Declares. 


Condemnation of socialism, I. W. 


Wism 'and other movements which 
have for tlie.ir aim the setting up of a 
paternalistic government, and declar 
ng the aim of the American Federa 
tion of Labor is to establish a rela- 
tion of true co-operation in industry 
between employers 
and 
employes, 


Mather Woll, eight vice pi\sident of 
the American Federation of ^tbor. d»- 
livered a masterly address «v "Or- 
sanized Labor and 
Democracy,1..' 
at 


Lawrence Memorial chapel Tuesday 
evening. Mr. Woll's address was the 
second number of 
the 
Community 


Lecture and Artists spries. Judson G" 
Rosebush introduced the spe.-tker. 


Mr. Woll is a splendid talker, con 


vincing and able to tell his story in an 
interesting manner. 


Relation between employers and em 


ployes is not a subject for legislatioi 
or governmental dictation, the speak 
er said. Only those who are directlj 
engaged in a particular class of mariu 
facturc, because of their experience 
Mid by reason of their direct interest^ 
and connections, are best able to judg< 
and determine the relation and stand 
ards and requirements which shou'.c 
l.-o observed in that particular Indus 
try or craft. 


Faithful During War 


Mr. Woll said that during the war 


when the safety of the governrnen 
was at st-ikp, every class of citizen 
was bound in one tight organization 
all working for a common end. Or 
ganized labor, in that period of stress 
rose to the occasion and was hailei 
as the most effectual instrumentality 
by which maximum production wa 
attained and tranquility maintained 
Mr. Woll said. 


After the signing of the armistice 


he said in reviewing the labor situa 
tion. a prcat industrial disorder began 
strike followed strike and tho wheel 
of industry were slowed down, cspec 
ially where there had not been a 
strong and constructive labor move 
ment. Selfishness, instead of cooper 
ation. became tho order of the da> 
and chaos was in prospect. 


Despite this unrest 
and 
trouble 


American organized labor stood loy 
ally behind the government in th 
hour of national stress and aided in 
bringing about a readjustment, Mr 
Woll said. It is this same movemen 
which is now seeking to participat 
honorably and intelligently 
in 
th 


•management of American affairs. 


L,abor in Politics 


Mr. .Woll said that 
the 
greatcs 


danger to labor, as well as to the go\ 
crnment, was the effort to divert th 
strike from a final measure for ccon 
omic redress to a weapon for attain 
ing political domination. This dange 
wns destroyed, not by the government 
but by labor itself. "Labor has no 
only repudiated this new monster bu 
has actually destroyed it," Mr. Wol 
declared. Can't Kfll an Idea 


Without any way condoning the 


acts of men deported from this coun 
try for red agitation, Mr. Woll said 
that labor "views with apprehension 
the attempt to stifle tho spint of un 
rest merely by labelling every protes 
as a. manifestation of the red mon 
stpr." He said that labor had repudi 
ated the doctrine of the deportees bui 
suggested that perhaps other means oi 
destroying the spirit of unrest that 
by driving the dissatisfied out of the 
country might be found. 


Mr. Woll described tho aims and 


methods of socialists and' the I. 
W in detail, saying that both sought 
to achieve the same end but were us 
ing different methods. Socialists seek 
the establishment of a paternalistic 
stato through political action while 
he I W. W. urges the use of direct 
action, and the establishment of "one 
big union" which, at the proper mo- 


ment, would stop all the wheels of in- 
dustry by striking and thus force ac- 
ceptance of its plan. 
He said this 


method is the more radical of the two 
and that the doctrine of the I. W. W. 
may be described as a movement to 
destroy the state and establish a soviet 
government in its place. 


'It is needless to say that the Arner- 


can labor movement is opposed to that 
vicious and revolutionary manifesta- 
tion of power and authority," Mr. 
Woll declared. "The success of I. W. 
W.ism or bolshevism would spell in- 
dustrial tyranny of the worst kind. 
It would forever destroy the ideals of 
freedom, justice and the pursuit of 
happiness so splendidly expressed by 
that word 'democracy.'

Mr. Woll said that organized labor 


frowns on profit 
sharing schemes, 


representation of labor on the direc- 
torate, and other terms of so-called "in- 
dustrial democracy," because they are 


regarded as subtle efforts to restrict 
economic activities and weaken the 
force of labor. 


"What ihe American workers con- 


qeivp as industrial democracy is the 
freedom to associate, and by volun- 
tary collective action express their 
demands and wants and appeal to the 
general public for encouragement and 
support. The American worker's con- 
ception of democracy in industry is 
that labor shall 
have an, impelling 


voice—not an exclusive voice—in de- 
termining 
the industrial laws and 


rules under which they shall give ser- 
vice."

THE TRACTION PROBLEM 


One of the important municipal prob- 


f ferns of the near future is that relating 
to street railway development and oper- 


, fctkm. This probem. serious in oven some 
«f ottr large cities, is rapidly approaching 
to acute stage in many cities of smaller 
population, say from 50,000 downward. 
A large part of the_street railways of the 
eotmtry is inadequate to serve the needs 
«f the people and of growing cities. 
Many have long since practically ceased 
to make extensions or improvements. 
Numerous street railway companies in the 
smaller cities are in financial difficulties 
«nd are operating at a loss, this notwith- 
standing the fact that the're have been in- 
creases in fares. 


The street railway has played a tre- 


mendous part in the development of Amer- 
ican cities. Electric lines into outlying 
sections and suburbs have served to de- 
velop beautiful residence areas, to lessen 
congestion and to make possible the evo- 
lution of great manufaeturing plants in 
preQ defined industrial localities. The 
Caihzre of street railways in the last ten 
cr twenty years to continue the extensions 
»d to" maintain adequate service even for 
existing needs has been a handicap upon 
the growth of many cities and has created 
conditions from which they have sought 
in vain to escape. It has been detrimental 
alike to the public, to business and to in- 
dustry. 


The insolvent condition of many trae- 


li'in f-ompanies. together with the losses 
i" «1iifli the more stable companies have 
l»'rii Mihjected in recent years, has all but 


c x'niL'uished credit accommodations for 
]., -'t.'1-mcnts. 
The history of street rail- 


v, ;;y enterprises is very often a succession 


i M receiverships, accompanied by impaired 
MTVICC and facilities. 
The difficulties of 


the street railway companies have resulted 
from various causes. Some of them were 
built in a spirit of public enterprise where 
revenues were not and could not be made 
sufficient to earn a net return. Losses in 
those instances were inevitable. The evo- 
lution of the automobile has cut in. enor- 
mously upon the revenues of all compa- 
nies. So has the habit of walking for ex- 
tereiae and the advent of the jitney bus, 


in some instances has been a seri- 


eompetitor of the street railways. 
Notwithstanding these facts and the 


jptrwrng embarrassments of traction com- 
panies, the public is still in a critical at- 
titude and is not inclined to be sympa- 
thetic. There is still s disposition of 
many persons to look upon public service 
corporations as grasping concerns opposed 
to the public interest, to which no conces- 
sions should be made, upon which. aH pos- 
sible burdens should be placed and toward 
which hostility should be shown. This 
antagonistic feeling is not healthy, it is 
unfair and it is detrimental to the public 
good. It must give way to a different 
spirit if public utilities are to serve the 
people efficiently and well, and if they 
are to be able to function adequately in 
the important part they play in the up- 
building of cities. 


"Within the next few years there must 


be some solution of the traction problem. 
The public must be made to realize first of 
all that traction companies in the smaller 
cities are confronted by a serious situa- 
tion. They must be made to see that in 
the majority of instances these companies 
are in need of constructive assistance, and 
that where service is not what it should 
be or improvements have been neglected 
the real reason is because they are over- 
burdened with loads which they cannot 
carry and nr« placed at grave disadvan- 
tages by popular antagonisms. The pio- 
neers in street railway construction per- 
formed a pnblic service of far greater val-'* 
ue than they are given credit for, and 
nearly all of-them lost heavily in the un- 
dertakings. 
The companies which are 


trying to operate them now are perform- 
ing public service which is not appreci- 
ated. 


iu the second place, municipalities, ami 


that means the people, must approach the 
traction problem in a practical, common 
sense way, recognizing the fact that trac- 
tion companies must be enabled to conduct 
their properties on a business basis and at 
a profit if it is possible to so operate them. 
They a're not going to be operated inde- 
finitely at a loss, for ultimately if they 
cannot, be made profitable, cities will be 
forced to take them over and that will 
mean merely the passing of white ele- 
phants on to the taxpayers. The traction 
problem is a fertile field for thoughtful 
study on the part of public officials and 
citizens. Higher fares are not alone going 
to solve the problem, for there is a point in 
fares beyond which the public will not 
ride. 
Reasonable 
concessions, which 


make it possible to operate under the most 
favorable conditions and which relieve 
companies of some of the burdens which 
are weighing them. down, must be made. 
In other words municipalities must co-op- 
erate in some manner to bring about re- 
duction in costs, through economies and 
increased efficiency. 
Snch policies will 


react to the benefit of the street ear pa- 
tron by keeping fares down, and to the 
benefit of the city at large by makinsr 
possible better service and expansion of 
the systems.

The near-sighted eye is too long from front to 


hack. It is often determined by a skull shape which 
is long from front to back. The Teutonic skull la 
that shape and near-sightedness is therefore com- 
mon in persons of Teutonic nativity. The' Indian 
and Negro skulls are rather short from front to 
back, and in these races near-sightedness is rare. 


Far-sightedness may be compensated to a certain 


degree by straining to focus the eyesight, but there 
s no way in which the near-sighted ey« can over- 
come its deficiency, save by artificial lenses. By 
squinting the lids, so that some of the "marginal 
rays of light are excluded, the near-sighted may 
make vision slightly clearer, but only slightly. 


Near-sightedness tends to progress from bad to 


worse from year to year, tip to tho age of twenty to 
wenty-five years, when it generally does not show 
urther increase. 


If the child is carefully treated from the earliest 


discovery of the defect of vision, which IB usually 
arouhd the ago of seven or eight years, fairly good 
vision will be retained throughput life. If the near- 
sightedness is not recognised and properly treated 
the eyes may undergo grave changes which may
